Selectmen candidates square

potential hook-up to the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority (MWRA) system. 
Woodbury feels that hooking 
up to the MWRA is merely a 
short-term solution and propos- 
es opening new wells in 
Wilmington and developing 
innovative ways to save the 
resources the town currently 
Yurek considers the MWRA a 
way to guarantee that 
Wilmington’s water is clean. 
She cited the controversy sur- 
rounding the town’s nine wells, 
five of which have been closed 
down due to contamination. 
Newhouse asserted that a 
temporary hook-up, with per- 
manent infrastructure, was an 
absolute necessity. He suggest- 


ed that Wilmington residents 
will not be comfortable with 
water coming from town wells 
or the Ipswich River. He com- 
mended the town on getting 
ahead of the curve by spending 
$500,000 on a comprehensive 
water resource plan. 

Sagal found the question itself 
interesting. He asserted that 
Wilmington has been receiving 
water from communities using 
MWRA water, so it is not so 
much a matter of whether the 
town will hook up to MWRA, 
but how the town plans to pay 
for it and how the water is 
physically going to arrive in 
Wilmington. There is no easy 
solution, Sagal concluded. 

The town no longer has a 
choice whether or not to hook 


up to MWRA and can no longer 
rely on the Ipswich River, 
according to Sullivan. She does 
not believe that a temporary 
connection to the MWRA is 
adequate, but only a full-time 
connection will support any 
growth. 

Candidates were asked how 
they planned to curb the esca- 
lating costs associated with 
Town Counsel Paul DeRensis, 
since the board allowed a rene- 
gotiation of his contract in 
December that removed the 
town’s decades-long practice of 
a flat fee for legal services in 
favor of a retainer and hourly 
billing.

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Senate overrides 
Article 38 veto 


Voters will revisit measure during the 
Annual Town Election on April 17

A question on the ballot dur- 
ing the Annual Town Election 
on Saturday, April 17, will give 
voters a chance to accept or 
reject Article 38, which seeks to 
amend and revise the town 
charter to revoke selectmen’s 
authority to appoint a new 
member to the board when a 
vacancy occurs. The article 
gives the power back to the vot- 
ers by calling for a special town 
election to fill any mid-term 
vacancies. 

The article made its way 
through the state legislature as 
a home rule petition On 
March 3, the bill landed on the 
desk of Governor Mitt Romney 
for his signature. Romney 
vetoed the bill on March 9. 
State Representative James 
Miceli and State Senator Bruce 
Tarr promised a quick override 
in the legislatyre and stayed 
true to their words. 

Miceli was abl¢ to put the bill 
back in front of the House on 
March 11, and saw a 156 to 0 
windfall in favor of an override. 

“Usually, the Republicans will 
back the governor on some- 
thing like this, but this time 
they didn’t,” Miceli said at the 
time. 

State Senator Tarr was equal- 
ly confident of an override in 
the Senate. Sure enough, on 
March 25, the Senate complied 
with the House’s unanimity by 
voting 36 to 0 to override. 

“I was pleased that all of my

hands of 


colleagues joined me in this 
issue, which is so important to 
the people of Wilmington,” said 
Tarr. “Everyone could grasp 
the importance of elections of 
this kind.” 

The article was originally 
authored and presented to the 
Wilmington 2003 Annual Town 
Meeting by Daniel Woodbury, a 
local activist and current can 
didate for the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Woodbury is thrilled that 
there was not one dissenting 
voice in either the House or the 
Senate. 

“For the Governor not to get 


support from even one 
Republican, that says a lot,” 
said Woodbury 1 can't 


remember even one time that a 
governor didn't get a single 
vote on a veto override.” 

Woodbury labored over the 
article for as long as a year 
before presenting it to a Town 
Meeting. He felt that the Board 
of Selectmen had abused its 
authority in 2001 by appointing 
George Hooper to fill the 
vacancy created by Michael 
Newhouse, who stepped down 
from the board to pursue the 
Position of town counsel 
Woodbury feels that the board 
should have then appointed cur 
rent selectman Raymond 
Lepore, who was narrowly 
defeated during the election 
that year. 

Woodbury saw what he per 
ceived to be a second abuse of 
the same authority in the

Residents, 
candidates meet 
at the roundtable

WILMINGTON - Not sure 
who to vote for in this year’s 
annual town election? 

What if you could sit down 
face to face with each candi- 
date and get to know each one 
as a person and get his or her 
take on the issues? 

That is exactly what candi- 
dates and iesidents did on 
Tuesday, March 30, at the 
League of Women Voters’ 
(LWV) Candidates’ Night that 
was held at the United 
Methodist Church. 

Four tables were set up down- 
stairs in the church, with a 
facilitator at each one. At the 
door, residents picked numbers 
that corresponded to the vari- 
ous tables that were set up. 
They were encourageé to sit at 
different tables from those they 
arrived with, in an effort to 
diversify the issues and ideas 
discussed at each table. 

Under this unique format, two 
candida whether for School 
Committee, the Regional 
Vocational School Committee, 
or the Board of Selectmen, sat 
at each table and were engaged 
by the residents on various 
issues facing the town. At 12- 
minute intervals, the candi- 
dates moved to another table, a 
new set of residents, and anoth- 
er series of questions. 

Facilitators kept the conversa- 
tions going and ensured that no 
one topic dominated a table’s 
conversation at the expense of 
others. 

The rules of the round-table 
discussions were simple. Listen 
carefully. Speak freely, but be 
succinct. Offer positive sugges- 
tioris, not debate. Respect 
other's opinions. Give everyone 
a turn to speak. Compliment, 


don’t criticize, 

Candidates listened and 
responded to a myriad of 
issues, such as the quality of 
Wilmington’s drinking water, 
traffic, commercial and indus- 
trial development, special edu- 
cation and gifted programs in 
the schools, class sizes, bud- 
getary and financial issues. 

This marked the second con- 
secutive year that the LWV 
favored this format over the 
panel debate they had spon- 
sored for many years, 

“This is the best format by 
far,” said Odette Kent of the 
LWV. “This allows people to 
just talk about the issues, both 
small and large.” 

Kent has received positive 
feedback from residents and 
candidates alike. 

“The candidates enjoy this 
format as much as the resi- 
dents because it is not so for- 
mal,” said Kent 

All candidates were given an 
opportunity to address the 
group as a whole at the end of 
the evening.

"NO, NO, NO, NO!" 

That's what I found myself 
yelling during a recent R.A.D 
(Rape Aggression Defense) 
course I attended, sponsored 
and run by the Wilmington 
Police Department. I have 
never written a letter to a news- 
paper before and felt compelled 
to do so after taking this free 
class. 

Let me give you a little back- 
ground. R.A.D. classes offer 
women basic physical defense 
methods to effectively protect 
themselves from a physical or 
sexually harmful situation. The 
course ranges from awareness, 
risk reduction and avoidance. 
R.A.D. is not a martial arts 
program but a basic self- 
defense course that any 


women, at any age or any phys- 
ical level can learn, and the 
tactics are simple. R.A.D is the 
only program of its kind to 
offer a free lifetime return pol- 
icy. 

Over four classes, Officers 
Butch Alpers, Julie Brisbois, 
Steve LaRivee, and Brian Moon 
(certified RAD instructors), 
taught 16 of us tips on how to 
avoid conflict, verbal tactics to 
deter an attacker and common 
circumstances of sexual 
assault.

Church St. (Rt 62) which will 
serve as the tour’s hospitality 
center, where there will be tick- 
et sales, refreshments and pub- 
lic restrooms. 

Members of the Friends of the 
Wilmington Memorial Library 
will be able to purchase tickets 
for a reduced price ($15) during 
the initial offering on April 3. 
Non-members of the Friends 
are encourages to become 
members at that time and 
receive the reduced fee for the 
tour. 


Children under the-age.of-12 , 


will not be allowed on the tours. 

One of the homes on the tour 
is that of Nancy and Stu 
Neilson on High Street. The 
home known as the Augustus 
(Gus) Norton House at 67 High 
Street is one of 17 houses that 


comprise the newly created 
High Street Historic District 
listed in 2003 on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 
Built in 1929 by A.M. Surette, 
a builder from Reading, in the 
Neo-Federal style, it replaced 
the Sidelinker House which Mr. 
Norton had moved to 47 High 
Street and which still stands at 
that location 

Previous to that, it is believed 
that Richard Harnden, one of 
the town’s earliest settlers, 
built a house on this spot 
around 1666, a house which 
probably stood until the 1860's. 
Mr. Augustus Norton and his 
wife, Winifred, who had both 
been living “next door” at 57 
High Street, moved into the 
house now at 67 High Street in 
1930 and remained there for the 
rest of their lives. 

During that time they saw 
their daughter Elizabeth mar- 
ried in the living room of 67 
High Street to Captain Larz 
Neilson, who was to become the 
owner and editor of the 
Wilmington Town Crier. They 
also saw their neighborhood 
change from a quiet fete ary 
lane to a suburbangshr ash 

ning parallel to a major high- 
way (Route.93) in the late 
1950’s. With the death of 

tus Norton in 1970, Larz 

and Elizabeth Neilson, who had 
been living in the family’s old 
house at 57 High Street, moved 


into the house at 67 High Street 
and the house has been in the 
Neilson family ever since. 

This is a house that feels 
lived-in and modern, yet retains 
the dignity and atmosphere of a 
home of its era, with furnish 
ings that are perfectly suited to 
the house. A few of the inter 
esting details in the front par 
lor, or living room, are the pic 
ture rail at the top of the wall, 
the beautiful hardwood floors, a 
fireplace, an impressive 75 year 
old piano and a magnificent 
grandfather clock, Also down 
stairs is a comfortable den off 
the living room; a recently 
remodeled kitchen, which was 
enlarged but still retains its 
period feel and much original 
glass door cabinetry; and a din- 
ing room containing Gus 
Norton's many-leaved dining 
room table. 

The second floor with its wood 
flooring, more picture railing, 
newly reconfigured and remod- 
eled bathroom and three com 
fortable bedrooms is also com:

Spinelli described the mood of 
those in line as upbeat. She 
didn't hear any complaining 
during the night. She wouldn’t 
imagine that Albano could have 
predicted such a demand this 
year. 

Spinelli did offer sympathy 
for at least one of those in line. 

“The guy behind me was real- 
ly mad,” said Spinelli. “He has 
two second graders and was 
told that two spots were open, 
but someone snapped them up 
before he got to register.” 

According to Albano, she has 
fielded some complaints, but 
she says that 99 percent of the 
feedback has been_ positive. 
She may consider a lottery sys: 
tem next year to avoid having 
parents camping out over 
night, but she remains firm 
that volunteers will get first 
shot 

“Without the volunteers we 
have nothing,” said Albano. 

Possibilities for expanding the 
program in the future will be 
explored. Albano hopes that 
anyone who has been frustrat- 
ed will remain patient and keep 
the larger picture of the ser- 
vices offered in mind. 

“People have to remember 
that this is a positive program,” 
said Albano. “This is to bring 
faith to the children in our 
parish, and that is the most 
important thing.”

renegotiate ‘his contract again, 
in order to come in line with 
the expectations of the town, 
according to Newhouse. He 
believes that the days of a fixed 
rate of $132,800 are gone, but 
there is a middle ground. 

“The mistake,” said 
Newhouse, “was in underesti- 
mating the time necessary for 
an effective transition. There 
is no need to rush this process.” 

Sagal feels that there is a 
problem with renegotiating any 
contract without the means to 
pay for the resulting bills. He 
stated that it was not an act of 
good government for the board 
to allow DeRensis to renegoti- 
ate his contract as he did. He 
agreed that $132,800 may no 
longer be reasonable and is 
more inclined to support the 
$200,000 proposed in the 2005 
fiscal year budget. 

‘You can't just go and buy 
something because you want 
it.” said Sagal. 

Sullivan, who voted to appoint 
DeRensis last year and voted in 
favor of the revised contract in 
December, stated that the tran- 
sition between Newhouse, the 
former town counsel, and 
DeRensis did not go well. She 
added that the Beard of 
Selectmen was not fully aware 
of the case load facing the 
town

“The original contract did not 
work for Town Counsel and for 
good reason,” said Sullivan. 
“We have an excellent Town 
Counsel right now. This con- 
tract is not working for the 
town.” 

Sullivan stated that the board 
will be meeting with Town 
Counsel on Thursday, April 1 
She hopes that residents will be 
patient as the board works 
through the situation. 

Woodbury supported the hir- 
ing of the current Town Counsel 
and stated that DeRensis’s firm 
absorbed significant costs asso- 
ciated with a difficult transition 
period. 

“The board made changes to 
the structure of the contract, 
which, at the time, were in the 
best interest of the Town,” 
Woodbury said. 

Woodbury would like to see 
the benefits of each of the two 
agreements used in comprising 
a new one. 

Yurek wants to issue a 
Request for Proposal that out- 
lines a list of expectations for 
the town. 

“Unfortunately, a Pandora's 
box was opened up,” said Yurek 
of the revised contract. “The 
homework was not done, and 
we are living through the con- 
sequences of this unintended 
action.”

line the strengths and areas of 
needed improvement of Town 
Manager Michael Caira.

The general consensus among 
the candidates was that Caira 
is a talented financial manager 
and a fiscal conservative, both 
of which have served the town 
well, especially during difficult 
economic climates. No one 
stated any inclination toward 
revisiting the manager's con- 
tract to decide whether or not 
to continue his employment 
with the town. 

Sagal feels that Caira has 
done “a pretty good job.” 

“It is (Caira’s) wish to be a 
strong leader unto himself and 
to have a weak Board of 
Selectmen so that he has less 
overhead management,” Sagal 
said, 

Sullivan thought it might sur- 


prise people that she does not 
always oppose the Town 
Manager. 


“We don’t always agree and 
we don't always disagree, but 
that is not always a bad thing,” 
Sullivan said 

Woodbury stated 
would support Caira. 

“I have not had the opportuni- 
ty to work with (Caira), but, 
based on my feelings today, I 


that he 


would support him in his 
endeavors, just as I would sup- 
port any of my fellow select- 
men,” Woodbury stated. 

Yurek stated that Caira lacks 
the ability to “schmooze.”

the board to fill the vacancy 
created by the departure of 
Scott Garrant. Forrest’s 
appointment followed several 
deadlocked votes for appoint- 
ments to the seat. 

“We acted to reform local gov- 
ernment and proved that 
Wilmington voters can see 
through political shenanigans,” 
said Woodbury. “I am glad that 
we are able to vote on it on 
April 17.” 

Romney issued a statement 
that he saw no compelling justi- 
fication for a change to 
Wilmington’s charter. 

According to sources, however, 
it was the very nature of the bill 
that prompted Romney to use 
his veto powers. 

According to Miceli, a mem- 
ber of the Romney administra- 
tion told him that the governor 
issued the veto in order to be 
able to remain consistent, 
should Senator John Kerry win 
the presidential election this 
November. 

If Kerry wins the presidency, 
then his seat in the United 
States Senate will be filled by 
an appointment from the 
Governor of Massachusetts, 
just as Benjamin Smith was 
appointed by then-governor 
Foster Furcolo to fill John F, 
Kennedy's Senatorial seat in 
1960. 

Romney would have complete 
autonomy as to who he chooses 
to appoint and would likely 
appoint a Republican to the 
seat, if provided with the oppor- 
tunity. 

Such a scenario could tempt 
Democrats to draft a bill simi- 
lar to Wilmington’s, calling for 
a special election -to re-fill 
Kerry’s seat. Romney would 
likely be loathe to sign such a 
bill.

Last year’s team was unique. 
It had talent, it had character 
and it got the job done when 
called upon.

The Tewksbury High boys out- 
door track-and-field team is the 
reigning two-time Class C State 
Champions, two-time Class C 
Relay Meet champions and the 
three-time Merrimack Valley 
Conference small school cham- 
pions. 

This year’s team on paper, 
appears to be very strong. It 
seems that the team is pretty 
talented in many areas, and 
seems to have many stars who 
could spread the wealth around 
in the scoring department. 
Certainly there’s question 
marks entering the season, 
including some depth in some 
events. But the biggest question 
is whether or not the team can 
find its identity, especially right 
away. 

“I'd say we're a pretty good 
team but we open against one 
of the best teams in the entire 
state in Central Catholic,” said 
coach Steve Levine. “They have 
a lot of talent in every event 
and they have a lot of depth.

“It's going to be an interesting 
season.

In the past four years com- 
bined, the Tewksbury High 
girls softball team has a 
record of 69-22.

In fact she 
claims that the competition is 
beneficial to all the parties. 

“Dunkin' Donuts and com- 
pelitors exist and expand side- 
by-side in markets around the 
country. This arrangement 
helps to keep .our products on 
the forefront of consumers' 
minds. 

“Believe it or not, Dunkin’ 
Donuts and our competitors 
appear to benefit from this phe- 
nomenon,” King said. 

The franchises are appear- 
ing in several unlikely places, 
aside from the stand-alone 
stores. There are kiosks and 
counters in grocery stores, as 
well as some gas station/store 
combinations. 

In one of the latter. combina- 
tions in Rutland, Massachu- 
setts, an unfortunate incident 
recently occurred when the 
water the donut shop used for 
baking was contaminated with 
some of the petroleum product: 
However, King said the compa- 
ny has taken steps to prevent 
any future occurrences of this 
kind.

tions of their stores. Our poli- 
cies require that franchisees 
meet all applicable local, state 
and federal laws and regula- 
tions. 

“Clearly, if the water at this 
store does not meet local, state 
and federal regulations and 
guidelines, then that water 
should not be used. The fran- 
chisee is working with the 
appropriate state agencies to 
determine both the cause and 
extent of the problem, as well 
as what steps are necessary to 
resolve it.” 

It is clear that this was an 
isolated incident and no further 
incidents have been reported. 

Dunkin Donuts is not just 
coffee and baked goods any 
more. Many of the stores share 
space with other Allied 
Domecq franchises such as 
Baskin Robbins and Togo Sand- 
wiches. 

In what may be a sign of the 
future, a new shop in the Chica- 
go, Illinois area is trying a pro- 
totype “café” approach. This 
includes the meshing of the 
three logos into a clockwork 
design that is intended to 
remind customers that the café 
is an all-day experience. 


According to the website, 
“The new store also uses a 
variety of interior and exterior 
design elements to build an 
environment that matches the 
tone of the brands. 


“Customers will see vivid, 
colorful and fun everyday 
images portrayed in an unex- 
pected way. These include 
tabletops and tiles covered with 
vivid pictures of sprinkles and 
coffee beans and a high energy, 
collage-like wall mural. Guests 
will also notice warmer inter- 
nal color palates and a bolder, 
more dramatic exterior 
entrance. The store also incor- 
porates new menu boards, 
more atmospheric lighting, dig- 
ital music libraries that convey 
appropriate audio throughout 
the day and interesting shapes 


and colors.”

Director Mel Gibson has
